pects of a totally inadequate supply seems 
inevitabte. a 

The heat has cut the supply of ice 60 per 
cent. All the large companies report that 
they are unable to meet the demands of the 
large consumers. Yesterday a minimum de- 
mand of 30,000 ton was met by the com- 
panies with the delivery of 15,40 tons. lu- 
dependent drivers took advantage of the sit- 
uation to raise the retell price. 

The problem which puzzles the ice com- 
panies most is that of getting ice into the city. 
The extreme heat has been responsible for a 
shrinkage of approximately 80 per cent as 
against 10 per cent. 

The severe tax upon horses and drivers in 
the delivery of ice has proved another de- 
terring element of the situation. 

Milk dealers are predicting the greatest 
shortage in the supply of milk ever experi- 
enced in the city. The receiving stations are 
unable to meet the present demand and 
agree that if the heat continues a shortage 
of milk and cream will result.

LOSSES IN LIVES 500. 


Final Day of Heat Results in the 
Death of 173 Persons Out- 
side of Chicago. 


All of the east and middle west yesterday 
continued to swelter under abnormal heat 
conditions, although the thermometer 
failed to equal the records made on the two 
preceding days. A total of 173 deaths was 
reported. from the larger cities outside of 
Chicago, and the prostrations ran into the 
hundreds b 

There is hope ahead, however. The federal 
weather bureau at Washington last night re- 
ported that the hot wave is breaking. In the 
middie west, especially beyond the Missis- 
sippi valley, cooler weather is expected 
within the next twenty-four hours. 

Rain late yesterday and last night broke 
the hot wave in several places: Showers 
were reported from towns throughout Iowa, 
and in many places in Missouri and Kansas. 
These three states have borne the brunt of 
the hot spell. The rains are believed to have 
comeé in time to save the crops.

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RESCUE CHILDREN FROM FIRE 


Parents Get Little Ones from 
Burning Cottages.

BLAZE AT CITY FUEL YARDS. 
Other Conflagrations Result from Toy 
Balloons and Fireworks. 


Seven children were rescued last night from 
burning cottages in the neighborhood of West 
Forty-third and South Rockwell streets. Two 
cottages and seven frame barns were entire- 
ly burned. 

The fires started from a blaze In a pile ot 
hay near one of the barns. The losgis esti- 
mated at $7,000. 

C. Schroeder, Who lives at 4812 Rockwell 
street, discovered the fire. When de saw 
it spreading to his barn he ran into his 
house and rescued his children. 


Finds House in Flames. 
He then went to turn in a fire alarm and 


1 when he returned he found his house in 


‘flamés.; The sparks had also set fire to the 
residence of John Radke, 4314 Rockwell 
street. Mrs. Radke was alone with her chil- 
dren. She carried two of them to the street 
and the other two followed, clinging to her 
skirts and all crying from fear. Both cot- 
tages were burned. 

Roofs of all the frame buildings were dry 
from the long spell of heat and burned like 
tinder. Chief Lacy, who was directing the 
firemen, appealed to the citizens for help and 
effective work was done by bucket brigades. 


Fire at Coal Yards. 

Fire from an unknown cause started yester- 
day afternoon in the branch coal yards of the 
City Fuel company, 1240 Belmont avenue, 
and quickly spread to several frame dwell- 
ings to the north of the yards. Three of the 
buildings were burned to the ground and 
others were threatened before the flames 
were under control. 

The blaze started in one of the wooden 


| coal hoppers in Which 1,000 tons of hard coal 


was stored. It proved ready fuel for the 
flames and within fifteen minutes the three 
dwellings were burned. The total loss is esti- 
mated at $15,000. 


Blaze Due to Fireworks. 

Fireworks are believed to have caused 3 
fire which partly destroyed a two story frame 
building early yesterday morning at 8448 
Superior avenue. L. Sifeldel has a clothing 
store on the first floor and lives in the rear 
with his wife and children. The second floor 
was eceupied by the family of L. Leoski, 
who has a studio in front. Both families es- 
caped in their night clothes. The damage is 
estimated at $2,500,

Municipal. Workers to Choose Three 
Custodians Under New Law. 


It had been expected that sixty employees 


of the water department would not come 
within the provisions of the municipal pen- 
sion law, as they already were beneficiaries 
of a special system of their own; but this sys- 
tem was shattered yesterday when the city 
law department ruled that it lacked legal 
creation. They will be added to the munic- 
wal pension roll. 

The fund was created Oct. . 1005, by an 
order of the city council after the legislature 
had authorized such a step; but Corporation 
Counsel Sexton ruled that it should have beest 
created by an ordinance. He approved the 
recommendation of Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Beckwith that the fund now on hand 
be returned to those who had contributed it. 
W. J. Roach. president of the association, 
estimated that the fund now amounts to 
$25,000.

Hears Report That Companies Are Re- 
ducing Equipment; Plans Check. 


By providing double the present number of 
cars on the congested traction lines of the 
city, Michael C. Buckley, newly appointed 
traction expert as successor to Millard B. 
Hereley, proposes to provide seats for all 
passengers at all times and eliminate that 
yvnoomfortable institution, the straphanger. 

“The most busy time of the day on the 
street cars is from 6:80 to 8:80 a m. and 
we need double the present number of cars 
in order to adequately take care of it,” said 
Mr. Buckley yesterday. “I am informed 
that inetead of increasing the number of cars 
the traction companies are taking some out 
of service. 

“T have begun an investigation and if pos- 
sible we will try to force the companies to 
put on more cars. 

„On the through route care the greatest 

need of an increase is found because of the 
sight minute delay between cars. More cars 
should be put on and the time between cars 
reduced to four mmutes

Frank Howard, or Hurto, Found 
in Water by Pittsburg Police, 


MET WITH FOUL PLAY? 


Eastern Officials Su«peet Robbery and 
Mui der; Stripped of Valuables. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 5.—Belleving that there 
lg reason for suspicion of foul] play, the po- 
Nee and coroner's office are investigating cir- 
cumstanees surrounding the drowning ot 
Frank Howard or Hurto of Chicago, whose 
body was recovered Monday from the Monon- 
gahela river. 

The body was identified this afternoon by 
K. P. Richards, who said he had known 
Howard for several years as a salesman. 
Howard is said to have traveled extensively 
as an advertising man. He sometimes went 
under the name of Dr. Hurto, it was stated. 


Had Money and Jewels. 

According to information received by the 
coroner's office he was last seen on Monday 
a week age, and at that time he is said to 
have had $250 in money and valuable dia- 
monde in hig possession. 

When the body was recovered neither 
money nor valuables were found. 

Where he had been since the day on which 
he was last seen or how hig body came to 
be in the river is unknown. 


Advance Theory of Robbery. 

One theory ie that he was knocked down 
and robbed on the Smithfield street bridge 
and was either unconscious or dead when 
thrown inte the Monongehela river by high- 
waymen.

A telegram to Samuel Hurto announcing 
that his brether Frank had been murdered 
was received by Mrs. Samuel Nurto, 785 
West Madison street, last night. Frank 
Hurto was formerly engaged in the patent 
medicine business in Chicago, but for the 
last year had been a resident of Pittsburg, 
where he has been engaged in several dif- 
ferent businesses.

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‘PLUCKY CASHIER - 
‘FIRES AT HOLDUPS 


F. J. Dickson at Forbes Barn 
Ready After Warning of 
Robbery Was Given. 


GET AWAY WITH $500. 


Bandits Overcome Resistance of 
Clerk and Escape After Run- 
ning Engagement.

Three armed men held up the cashier at the 
office of the A. M. Forbes Teaming company, 
at 216 East Indiana street, shortly before 10 
oclock last night. Fred J. Dickson, the 
Cashier, tried to shoot the men. but they re- 
turned his fire and escaped unhurt with $500. 
That a plot existed to hold up the offies 
was known lest Fridey, but officials of the 
company declined to take it seriously. 
Diekson was checking up returns from 
drivers in the office and with him was Clar- 
ence Moore, a negro wagon washer. Two of 
the robbers entered the office, while a third 
stood outside The two men polnted re 
volvers at Dickson and he was ordered to 
turn over thé money. 

The cashiér whisked his own revolver 
from a shelf and aimed it at the men. One 
of the bandits fired, the bullet going wild, 


‘while the other struck Dickson in the face 


and also knocked his revolver downward as 
Dickson fired, the bullet going into the floor. 


Frightened Megro Stands By. 

Get him quick,” shouted one of the men, 
and ali pointed their revolvers at the cashier. 
Little or no attention was paid to Moore, 
who had witnessed the scene in terror. 

One of the men rushed back of the desk 
and swept the money on the counter into « 
tin bom just as Dickson again secured his 
revolver and engaged in a running duel with. 
the bandits. They darted out of the rear 
door of the office and through the stable 
With the cashier in pursuit. Five shots were 
red. 

A group af tenden heard the shots, but 
reached the barn after the men disappeared. 
A peculiar feature wag that Dickson had 
been warned of an impending holdup last 
Friday. 

Told of Robber Plot. 

John Novack, 1800 Grand avenue, and 
Thomas Baum, 1214 Thirty-first place, team- 
sters employed by the Forbes Teaming com- 
pany, told the cashier at that time of infor- 
Mation they had received of @ plot to rob 
iacxson. When asked by Lieut. John Hanley 
of the East Chicago avenue station why he 
had not notified the police Sf the elreum- 
stance, Dickgon replied that he hed informed 
A. M. Forbes, his employer. 

No trace of the robbers was found by the 
police; although several detectives and Lieut, 
Hankey arrived five minutes after the rob- 


bery. 


HELD 45 MINUTES IN ELEVATOR.

But it is well to have 
this opposition emphatically challenged at 
this time by uo less a nian than the presi- 
dent, and to have the large reasoning in sup- 
port of reciprocity placed, as Mr. Taft places 
it, in a statesmanly form before the people. 
The objections to the convention are in the 
main narrow and special, like most argu- 
ment involved in tariff making or break- 
ing. And though reciprocity is a far- 
reaching policy and any honest measure 
putting it into effect must be broadly sus- 
tained, the president’s analysis is most ef- 
fective in disposing of widely held but ill 
considered objection. Especially worth the 
western farmer's prayerful consideration is 
the following: 
_| Farmers who have not broadly considered the 
subject in all its bearings have overlooked the 
benefits arising from a more extended field of sup- 
ply which will accrue to the small farmer through- 
out the central and eastern states, whose expand- 
ing possibilities in dairying, fruit raising, stock 
conditioning, and other specialized forms of farm 
life have reduced his productive capacity in the 
ralsing of grains and hay, and who is becoming 
among the best of customers for hay, corn, oats, 
and mill feeds—the products of the farmer of the 
west and southwest. 

These smaller farrmers—and their number is large 
and constantly increasing—will be benefited by the 
greater measure of uniformity of cost and assured 
regularity of supply through reciprocity. 

The reciprocity measure does not require 
an extended swing around the circle” in 
its advocacy, so far as its passage by the 
senate is concerned, but if it were under- 
taken it would disclose, we are confident, 
that westerners are inclined to think in 
terms of the whole nation and even of the 
continent, as they alwaysihave in the past. 
Parochialism does not thrive in the large 
distances of the west. 

The president would also note, we believe, 
a change in the temperature not ascribable 
to a high barometric pressure over the At- 
lantic and not recorded by the thermometer. 
It is a change which would gratify him.

LTHOUGH Austria is the one country 
in Europe where caste and blue blood 
play a more important role than any- 
where else in the world, yet during 
the long reign of more than half a 
century of the venerable Emperor Francis 
Joseph, his prime ministers have as often- 
timies. been chosen from the bourgeoisie as 
from the aristocracy. A case in point is the 
new Austrian premier, Baron Paul Gautsch 
von Frankenthurn. The fact of his bearing 
the title of baron does not indicate blue- 
ness of blood. For he is the son of a civil 
servant of the government, the chief of 
bureau in one of the state departments at 
Vienna, who at the close of a long career 
of nearly fifty years was granted on his 
retirement the third and lowest class of the 
Order of the Iron Crown, which endowed 
him with the nobiliary prefix of von to 
his name. This was long after his son, the 
present premier, had attained manhood. 

The premier began life as a subordinate 
clerk: in the finance department and then 
became a teacher and usher of an institu- 
‘tion maintained partly by the emperor him- 
self and partly by the state, for the educa- 
tion of the sons of indigent noblemen and 
badly paid public officials. In course of 
time he became its director. 

<> 

This had the effect of bringing him into 
personal contact with his sovereign, who 
was so much pleased with him that he ®p- 
pointed him director of the celebrated mill- 
tary academy, the Theresianum, where most 
of the Austrian officers of noble birth, as 
well as a large number of royal personages, 
including the late king of Spain, the present 
Khedive, Prince Louis, and Prince Anthony 
of Bourbon-Braganza, and a number of the 
princes of the house of Orleans, notably the 
king of Belgium's brother-in-law, the Duke 
of Vendome, received their ecucation. 

The late Count Taaffe, on the advice of the 
emperor, appointed Paul Gautsch as minister 
of education in his cabinet in 1885, and may 
be said to have been initiated into the secrets 
of statecraft by that cleverest of wily poli- 
ticlans. When eight years later the Taaffe 
cabinet was forced to resign. Gautsch, who 
had meanwhile been created a baron by the 
emperor, and appointed to @ seat in the house 
of lords, went back to his former post as 
curator of the Theresianut™, became minister 
of education again in Count Badent’s cabinet, 
and eventually succeeded Baden! as premier, 
greatly to the satisfaction of the fair sex of 
the empire. For he had used his power as 
minister of public instruction in the Taaffe 
and Badeni cabinets to secure the admission 
of women to the various universities, and also 
the right to practice medicine and law. He 
had likewise obtained a substantial increase 
in the salaries of the university professors 
and masters of government schools, thus con- 
verting every one of these men into his warm 
adherents and supporters, a 

Since then Baron Gautsch, who resembles 
in a measure Arthur Balfour, the English ex- 
premier, being tall and thin, in fact, mos 
angular, has been on two occasions premier. 
He is now entering upon his fourth term of 
office as such. He has a horror of red tape, 
nas always stood aloof from Nationalist agi- 
tations—which is rare among the lieges of 
Emperor Francis Joseph—and has been un- 
justly credited with anti-Semitism, owing to 
his friendship with the late Dr. Luetzer, the 
anti-Semite leader, who died while occupying 
the office of burgomaster of Vienna, which, 
it is generally admitted, he would never have 
attained without the support of Baron 
Gautsch. * 


— a 

Baron Bienerth, the outgoing Austrian 
premier, has been appointed to the impor- 
tant and lucrative post of governor of lower 
Austria, which includes the metropolitan 
district of Vienna, and this has led to the 
retirement from that office of Count Eric 
von Kielmansegg, who has filled the post 
for twenty-two years, and who has been one 
of the most conspicuous figures in Austrian 
life. His long term of governorship had only 
one brief term of interruption, about fifteen 
years ago, when for eighteen months he filled 
the role of premier of Austria, subsequently 
returning to his governorship. His wife has 
even a still more notable figure at Vienna life 
than himself, and has been for the last two 
decades the chief rival of Princess Pauline 
Metternich in the matter of the sovereignty 
of the Revels. 

At the time when Countess Kielmansegg 
first came upon the scene in this connection 
the princess was in deep mourning for her 
husband, and then for her daughter, Countess 
Waldstein, who died in such a tragic man- 
ner. Afterwards the princess herself was 
prostrated by illness, and when eventually 
she resumed her scepter as queen of the 
fétes she found that she had a competitor 
in th® person of the wife of the governor, 
who had by virtue of her husband's official 
position assumed the leading role in the or- 
ganization of all the fétes, of a charitable 
nature and otherwise, that endow with so 
much gayety and brilliancy the Viennese 
season,

Vienna gained by the return of Princess 
Pauline. For a merry war ensued betwéen 
the two ladies, each having her own set of 
followers, the bourgeoisie and the artistic’ 
world gradually flocking around the countess, 
while the old aristocracy remained true to 
its allegiance to Princess Pauline. No soon- 
er did Princess Metternich organize some 
great popular festival, with the object of 
crushing the countess, than the latter im- 
mediately devised some still grander public 
entertainment, for the purpose of obliterat: 
ing in the eyes of the Viennese the success 
of her rival. 

Both women have always been renowned 
for their talents as amateur actresses. Those 
of Princess Metternich are famed, even in this 
country. With regard to those of the count- 
ess I may say that she surpassed hérself at 
a memorable charity féte at the ministry of 
foreign affairs, when the count was premier. 
He achieved a tremendous success with a 
number of comic songs of his own composi- 
tion, both as regards words and music, which 
he gave in a burlesque réle, while his wife 
danced, sang, and acted, with inimitable 
grace and chic, as a soubrette.

The countess is a Russian by birth, the 
daughter of a petty noble of the name of 
Lebedeff, of the district round Kishinev, and 
by reason of her lack of blueness of blood and 
of her foreign origin has had much to endure 
at the hands of the great ladies of the Vien- 
nese aristocracy, who attempted to cold 
shoulder her. Indeed, it was not until the 
emperor, a year ago, bestowed upon her the 
rank of lady of the palace that she acquired 
a recognized position at court, from which 
she had until then been barred, in spite of 
her husband's high office. She failed, how- 
ever, to receive the order of the Star Cross 
which usually goes with the office of lady of 
the Palace, but for which genealogical quali- 
fications and Roman Catholic faith are in- 
dispensable. 

The Kielmanseggs hall originally from 
Schieswig-Holstein and afterwards from 
Hanover. Countess Sophie Kielmansegg. 
wife of Count John. Adolf Kielmansegg, fig- 
ures in the annals of England as the unpop- 
ular sultana of King George I., was nick- 
named by the English people the Elephant,"’ 
owing to her elephantine proportions in her 
old age, was created by her royal lover count- 
ess of Darlington in the British peerage, and 
was portrayed with a vitriolic pen by Horace 
Walpole. The old castle of Kielmansegg. on 
the Fischa, in lower Austria, from which the

That is indeed a thing to be guarded 
against, but perhaps the danger could be 
obviated if each scout were given a number 
and told to sign his number instead of hie 
name. The reports could hardly be discon- 
tinued, I imagine, without serious loss of in- 
fluence, and for the following reasons: 

In no part of the world and in no class are 
boys naturally inclined to chivalrous deeds 
of kindness. Rather do their high animal 
spirits and lack of observation lead. them 
into many mischievous tricks and thought- 
less unkindnesses which they are in- 
clined to look upon as manly and 
to count kindliness and gentleness as 
a milksop’s characteristics. Probably it 
takes all the great reputation as a soldier 
of .Gen. Baden-Powell to reconcile them 
to such a view and to convince them that they 
are compatible with manliness. It needs, 
then, the constant keeping before them what 
other lads are doing to prevent them from 
flinching sheepishly from the chivalrous serv- 
ice to which they have pledged themselves. 

The records serve to suggest to them the 
endless little needs of others, and methods of 
serving which are being discovered, and to 
suggest things to the slower witted. The need 
of heart training is the most crying need of 
the day, and one that modern education seems 
entirely to overlook. When will an Order of 
Service be founded similarly for our self- 
bound thoughtless girls who live for pleasure 
but who would find it quite as really in turn- 
ing their old dresses for the poor and making 
little dishes for the sick, or in taking a poor 
sick one away from the gloom of her sur- 
roundings for an hour's gentle drive in a 
motor car? 

All honor to Gen. Baden Powell for such 
speaking to the heart of the youths and en- 
deavoring to create from the hosts of idle 
Hooliganism an army of gracious and chiv- 
alrous young knights errant whose aim is 
humbly to serve others as they can.

WALL STREET REASSURED 


Means No Additional Competi- 
tion Against Bond and 
Brokerage Houses. 


NEW YORK, July 5.—[{Spectal.}—On the 
announcement last week of the organization 
ot the National City company, the §10,000,- 
000 security compan conceived by directors 
ot the National City bank, it was the sup- 
position of Wall street that a powerful new 
competitor had entered the field against the 
fond houses and brokerage firma Now it 
Aus turned out that such was not the m- 
tention and that such will not be the case. 
The National City company was organised 
primarily to hold bank stocks which hitherte 
have been controlled by individuals con- 
mected with what are known generally as the 
*“¢ity bank interests.” 

At the last call of the controller of the cur- 
fency on June 7 the Nationa City bank’s re- 
port of condition included in addition to 
United Stages bonds on band and deposited 
te secure circulation, and United States and 
other bonds to secure United States de- 
posits, the item of other stocks, bonds, and 
mortgages” valued at $43,872,300. Much ot 
these are United States bonds, in which class 
of securities the National! City dank has 
done a large business under the sanction of 
the national bank act. 


Court Ruling Necessitates Action. 
The courts have ruled generally against 
operations in miscellaneous stocks by na- 
tional banks, and they have ruled specifically 
fagainst the acquisition and holding by one 
national bank of stock in another national 

nk. 
A more or less tacit admission that the 
‘National City company will do business in 
bank stocks, and that it was organized for 
that purpose, is contained in the National 
City bank's circular of June 28 which ex- 
Pla ins to stockholders‘the terme under which 
they may acquire stock in the new company. 

The circular says that the plan of the di- 
rectors has been to establish a corporation 
“ s0 organized that it may make investments 
and transact other business which, although 
often profitable, may mot be within the ex- 
press corporate powers of a national bank.“ 

The National City company ia to be under 
the absolute and perpetual control of three 
trustees who must be officers or directors 
of the National City bank. Those trustees 
are James Stillman, chairman of the bank; 
‘Frank A. Vanderlip, president; and Stephen 
S. Palmer, a director. 


Acquire Control of Other Banks. 

Beginning in 1898 the National City people 
bought interest control in the Second Na- 
tional, the Bank of the Metropolis, the Lin- 
coln National bank, the Fidelity bank, and 
the Columbia bank before the end of 1900. 
In 1901 they got control of the National 
Butchers and Drovers’ bank and the Ne- 
tional Citizens’ bank. 

The National City always has been under- | 
stood to dominate in the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust company, and it has directors on the 
boards of the Hanover National bank, the 
‘Riggs National bank of Washington, the 
American Security and Trust company of 
"Washington, and the Newport Trust com- 
pany of Newport, and have influence in the 
affairs of the Fidelity Trust company of 
Kansas City and of other smaller institutions

Bon word “establishment,” as used in the

@et of books of account is kept. 


Increase in Every Item. 

The summary for Chicago shows increases 
tu all the items at the census of 1000, as com- 
pared with that for 1904. These are exhib- 
ited, in percentage order, as followe: 8 
per cent in the capital invested: 86 per cent 
in the number of salaried officialsand clerks; 
85 per cent in the cost of materials used; 84 
per cent in the value of products: 84 per cent 
in the value added by manufacture: 32 per 
cent in the salaries and wages: 28 per cent 
in the miscellaneous expénses; A per cent 
in the average number of wage earners, and 
18 per cent In the number of establishments. 

There were 9,668 manufacturing ettableh- 
ments in 1908 and 8,169 in 1904, an increase of 
1,504, or 18 per cent. 

The cost of materiale used wae $798,5T1,000 

m 1908, ag against $580,914,000 in 1004, an 
increase of $203,057,000, or 85 per cent. The 
average cost of materials per establishment 
was approximately $82,000 in 1909 and $72,000 
in 1904, 
The value of products was 61.281.818 000 
in 1908 and $955,086,000 tn 1904, an increase 
of $326,277,000, or 84 per cent. The average 
per establishment was approximately 6183. 
000 in 1908 and $117,000 in 1004. 

The values of products represents the prod- 
uct as actually turned out by the factories 
during the census year and does not neces- 
sarily have any relation to the amount of 
sales for that year. 


Value Added by Manufacture. 
The value added by manufacture was $487,- 
742,000 ih 1908 and 383885, 122.000 in 1004, an 
increase of $122,620,000, or 34 per cent. This 
item formed 88 per cent of the total value of 
products in 1900 and 89 per cent in 1004. The 
value added by manufacture represents the 
difference between the cost of materials used 
and the value of products after the manu- 
facturing processes have been expended upon 
them. 
The miscellancons expenses amounted to 
6128.087000 in 1900 and $96,298,000 in 1904, an 
increase of $26,730,000, or 28 per cent, The 
average per establishment was approximately 
$13,000 in 1908 and $12,000 in 1904
